EXPLANATORY NOTE 


HE one aim of this book 1s to be serviceable—to be of practical use to Penn 

men and the fair friends of Penn men when they gather together to do 

honor to their Alma Mater. As far back as our information carries us, 

the earliest known college songs sung at Penn are the three Latin songs, “‘ Gaudea- 

mus,” “Integer Vite,” ‘ Lauriger Horatius,” and the two songs “ Johnny Crouse” 

and “ The Lone Fish Ball.” It was not until a much later date that the so-called 

typical song, the song of distinctive Penn sentiment, was sung at the University. 

The song “ With Jemmy on the Sea,” by Francis Hopkinson, 1757, is one of 
the earliest American musical compositions. 

No effort has been made to include only songs written by Penn men, for that 
would except many songs which by reason of their antiquity and use have been 
deepened to a true Pennsylvania shade. It is earnestly hoped that these solos, male 
quartettes, mixed quartettes and choruses will resolve themselves into a mosaic 
which shall truly picture the life and spirit of old Penn.
